Went Down at Sea. 
Sax Francisco, January 29. 

The British ship Cochin arrived to- 
day from Dundee, and brought seven 
men, who were picked up in an open 
boat. They belonged to the British 
ship Milton, bound from Newcastle, 
England, to San Francisco with a car- 
goof coal. About 1 o'clock on the 
22d of December smoke was discov- 
_ ered comiog through the aft hatch, 
and the crew took to the boats. She 
was commanded by Captain McAr- 
thur (who was accompanied by his 
wife and two children), and maoned 
by twenty men. The first boat con- 
tained Captain MeArthur, wife, chil- 
dren and five sailors; the second boat 
the first officer and seven men; third 
boat, second officer and five men. At. 
ter abandoning the vessel the three 
boats separated; twenty-three days 
‘after, the third boat, containing the 
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Holding Back the Degs of War. 
Onio, January 30. 

There is still much concern felt by 
the President and Secretary of State 
over the immediate result uf Trescott's 
action in South America. Up to yes- 
terday no 1eplies were received from; 
him acknowledging the receipt of two 
telegrams sent January 3 and 4, which 
were dispatebed by the way of Europe, 
and which were designed to show him 
that a complete change of policy had 
been adopted by the President. These 
telegrams were sent as most urgent 
matter, and every precaution taken to 
insure their prompt forwarding. The 
days succeeding the sending of these 
telegrams were days of grave anxiety. 
At the end of the fourth no reply hav- 
ing been received, the Secretary of 
State sought a personal interview with 
the Chilean Minister here to impress 
upon him in an informal talk that the 
Presideat had no policy in regard to 
the pending troubles between Chili 
and Peru beyond a desire to exercise 
the good offices of the United 
States impartially and in the 
most friendly spirit towards both 
natioae, and solely for the pur- 
pose of bringing about peace. Both 
the President and the Secretary of 
State, after carefully examining the 
instructions to Trescott, expressed the 
belief that if they were executed in 
the temper in which they were writ- 
ton, we were on the threshold of war 
with Chili. They further believed 
that only by prompt and decided ac- 
tion could trouble be averted. Frank 
conference with the Chilian Minister 
was for the purpose of addiog greater 
certainty to the desired avoidance o 
the first stage of trouble. The anxiety 
nuw is lest Trescott, before he re- 
ceives the new instructions sent him, 
may have taken the first instructions, 
which will be an open rupture of dip- 
lomatic relations. The serious results 
of such a misfortune have been io 
some degree escaped, it is believed, 
by the wide publication of the real 
motives of this Government, and by 
the purposes as shown in recent in- 
structions, and by the conference 
with the Chilian Minister, at 
which a good uoderstanding was 
reached. The President would ia any 
event have made known his change in 
policy, but it was felt that it should 
be much less embarrassing to an- 
nounee.it before trouble haa fairly 
arisen, aud become publicly known. 
It is not yot certain that difficulties 
bave not already arisen as those por- 
tions of Trescotts last dispatch not 
fully deciphered, are of a character 
to create great uneasiness, and there 
will be great relief here when it be- 
comes officially known that Trescott

A Too Smart Clerk. 
Wasuinxoror, January 30.

Ex- 
treme stalwarts accuse him of intrigu- 
ing for his own re-election. He won't 
succeed, However valuable as an 
ally he bas never been regarded as a 
leader. He has alienated  hiwselt 
from old friends and is making no 
new ones. 


Want More Talk. 
Wasuryoton, January 30. 

In the Criminal Court Corkhill ap- 
plied to the Court to fix a day for 
heariog the arguments upon a motion 
for a new trial, He was willing to- 
morrow should be assigned.
